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FOREWORD 


Consumers spend large sums of money on 
toys every year. Sometimes both parents and 
children are disappointed because the toys 
turn out to be unsuitable or unsatisfactory. 
Since 1952 the Canadian Toy Testing Council 
has accumulated a wealth of experience in 
testing toys and many of their findings are 
summarized here. The Council’s research is 
particularly valuable because so much of it 

is based on the actual experiences of children 
who have played with the toys described in 
the following pages. 


The Hazardous Products Act which | put 
through Parliament became law on the 27th 
of June 1969. Régulations being issued under 
this legislation will establish minimum safety 
standards for all toys sold in Canada. While 
these regulations should eliminate many 
known hazards, they will not absolve parents 
from responsibility for carefully selecting toys 
and supervising their use. The Department 

of Consumer and Corporate Affairs is pleased 
to assist in the publication of this guide to toy 
buying. The detailed information on individual 
toys remains, however, the responsibility of 
the Canadian Toy Testing Council. 

Both as Minister of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs and as a parent, | commend this book 
to consumers.

INTRODUCTION 


PURPOSE OF THIS BOOK 

“Toys: A Guide for Consumers’’ is designed 
as a general guide to enable the Canadian 
consumer to choose wisely from among the 
many toys on the market. 


HOW CHILDREN PLAY 

Children play because they want to expand 
their knowledge and understanding, to com- 
municate with others, and to discover their 
limits and their capacities. Far from being the 
aimless amusement it was once considered, 
play is now recognized as being purposeful 
and creative. Play is one activity in the daily 
routine in which young children canbe absorbed 
and involved, and to which they can bring 
intense concentration. In short, play is their 
work and through it they develop physically, 
mentally and socially; little girls playing 
““mother’’ are learning through imitation; child- 
ren stacking blocks are unconsciously applying 
the basic laws of engineering. Children need 
the opportunity to stretch their imagination, 
explore, experiment and learn by doing. 


Children’s capacity for absorption and growth 
goes on without toys, of course. They climb, 
run, dig and build; they are endlessly on the 
move, creating situations and changing them. 
They use elements of their natural environ- 
ment such as puddles, snow, water, rain, trees, 
sticks, holes, stones, leaves, sand and mud. 
Then too a child’s heart and soul grow in 
contact with living things, the warmth of a 
smile or of an embrace, the anger, the curi- 
osity, the recognition of other children. Sharing 
and awareness of individual rights are both 
part of a child’s life. Children need the com- 
panionship of other children and adults in order 
to find themselves in relation to others. 


TOYS AND PLAYTHINGS 

Toys supply children with an important medium 
for self-expression. In simpler times children 
found many things to play with in their im- 
mediate environment - a whistle could be 
carved from a willow stick, old horseshoes 
were handy for games, and dolls were made 
from corn husks. As our world has become 
more complex and we have been squeezed into 
increasingly concrete-bound living, the op- 
portunities for improvising toys have dimin- 
ished. There are still a few objects around 
every household to which children naturally 


gravitate - a baby will inevitably find the pots 
and pans, and four and five year olds usually 

chance upon an outsized cardboard carton 

to use as a Ship, fort, rocket, train, hot-rod or 
house. 


THE TOY INDUSTRY 

For the main part it is the manufactured toys 
that now supply children with their play equip- 
ment. The toy industry, employing all the 
resources of modern technology, now produces 
a seemingly limitless variety of toys. Choosing 
from this overwhelming assortment becomes 
increasingly difficult, especially since parents 
and children are bombarded with television 
advertisements telling of one irresistible 

toy after another. However, as Canadians 
spend roughly $200,000,000 a year on toys, 
it stands to reason that we should be as 
concerned about getting value for our toy dol- 
lars as we are for our food dollars. And in 
toys, ‘‘value’’ means not only the hours of 
play children derive from a toy but the extent 
to which the toy adds to their total growth. 
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TRE WORK OF THE CANADIAN TOY TESTING COUNCIL 


The Canadian Toy Testing Council is a non- 
profit organization founded in 1952 by a group 
of mothers concerned about the poor quality 
of many toys on the market. Their goals were, 
and have continued to be, two-fold: first, to 
encourage excellence in design, and to 
promote the manufacture of good toys in 
Canada by suggesting improvements to the 
manufacturer where testing has uncovered 
unsafe or unsatisfactory characteristics; 
second, to acquaint the consumer with the 
good toys available on the Canadian market 
through publications, talks and displays. At 
present, the Canadian Toy Testing Council 
numbers 16 members, many of whom have 
professional training in fields related to child 
development. 


Each year Council members visit the manu- 
facturers’ Toy Fair in Montreal where, from 
the thousands of toys on display, a representa- 


tive selection of the potentially ‘‘best’’ toys 
are chosen for testing. These toys are then 
requested from the manufacturers. They are 
put into private homes and nursery schools for 
an extended period of rigorous use-testing. 

At the end of the testing period all the pertin- 
ent information about a toy is gathered and a 
report is written according to standards 
established by the Canadian Toy Testing 
Council. The toy reports are read and discussed 
at meetings of the Council before being sent 
to the manufacturer with final ratings and 
comments. After testing is completed the toys 
are given to organizations caring for disadvant- 
aged children. 


Each year’s November - December issue of 
the ‘‘Canadian Consumer’’, the journal of the 
Consumer's Association of Canada, carries 

a list of toys that have received the Council’s 
top ratings during the previous year. These 
lists are often reprinted in newspapers across 
Canada and in this way reach a broader public. 
Council Members have always undertaken a 
number of talks and displays, both local and 
nation-wide, and in the last few years this 
audience has been expanded through the = 
media of radio and television. 


The Canadian Toy Testing Council has been 
represented on the Committee on Safe Toys 
established by the Canadian Government 
Specifications Board at the request of the 
Department of Consumer and Corporate Affairs. 
This Committee has been responsible for 
drawing up a safety standard for toys and play- 
things. This standard will form the basis for 
mandatory regulations which will prohibit the 
sale of hazardous toys. It is the view of the 
Canadian Toy Testing Council that such 
regulations will make a valuable contribution 
to the safety of toys in Canada. In assessing 
the different toys listed, the Council has 

had particular regard for the safety factor and 
for the toy standard being developed as the 
book was in preparation. 
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AGES AND STAGES IN CHILD DEVELOPMENT 


Each child is an individual and develops in a 
unique way. Nevertheless, psychologists have 
been able to identify stages of development 
and behaviour and to relate these stages to 
approximate ages. This kind of analysis pro- 
vides a useful yardstick when selecting a 

toy for a particular child. It is important to 
choose a toy that is appropriate to a child’s 
stage of development but it must also be 
remembered that there are some toys and 
equipment that will serve a child for many 
years with their use varying as the child grows. 
Play with blocks illustrates this point. The 
child at one stage simply dumps the small 
blocks out of a box, flings them or picks them 
up one at a time. Later stages progress to 
piling them one on top of the other, to 
learning how to put them away and still later 
to building simple structures. 


In such an examination of play capabilities, it 
iS apparent that the ages given are approxi- 
mate, and that there will often be an overlap 
from one stage to another. 


. The Infant: Birth to one year. 
The play of infants is related to the developing 


senses of sight, taste, smell, touch and sound. 


At first, as they learn to focus their eyes, 
a mobile over the crib will attract their atten- 
tion. Then they should have toys that include 


as wide a variety as possible of textures, 
weights, shapes, colours and sounds. Some 
suggested toys would include teethers, rattles 
and rubber squeeze toys. In addition, a 
cradle gym that attaches to the bed or play 
pen encourages reaching and grasping. In 
choosing a toy for this age group special care 
is necessary to be sure that there are no 
rough edges and no loose pieces that can be 
swallowed, and that toys are fully washable. 
Avoid thin brittle plastic toys which might 
shatter and splinter. 


The Creeper: Seven to fifteen months. 

The senses continue their development accom- 
panied by the use of the large muscles, as 
now children are on the move. A toy that 
complements this movement is a good addition 
at this time. Some examples are a large ball 
that rolls slowly and is easy to pick up, and a 
simple wheel toy. They also need toys for 
their more sedentary hours in the play pen and 
crib, such as washable plush toys, rubber 
squeeze toys, and toys that may begin to fit 
into or onto each other. Pots and lids are a 
perennial favourite for this age group. Safety 
continues to be an important factor in the 
choice of toys for this age group since most 
still find their way to the mouth and may be 
sat on or fallen on. 


The Toddler: One to two years. 

Toddlers are now aware of muscular actionand 
control; great strides have been made in the 
development of co-ordination of both hands 
and feet. They are beginning to walk and 
enjoy push and pull toys that produce a sound. 
Bingo beds provide another outlet for their 
increasing skill and energy. A simple soft vinyl 
or rubber doll or animal which can be dragged, 
dressed, bathed and taken to bed has great 
appeal at this stage. For those interested, toys 
that nest and stack can be challenging and 
satisfying. Block play at its simplest level be- 
gins with sorting, stacking, and carrying. The 
basic elements of sand and water have a 
magnetic appeal for all children and are enjoyed 
for their own sake as well as when used 

with suitable sand and water toys. 
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The Preschooler: Two to four years. 

At about age two, children’s play becomes 
more vigorous. They delight in riding toys for 
the repeated pleasure of climbing on or off as 
well as actually riding them. As their body 
co-ordination develops further, tricycles, climb- 
ing structures, swings, ladders and teeter- 
totters provide an outlet for their great physical 
energy and encourage their increasing ability. 
The outstanding changes in three and four 
year olds are social. Preschoolers make great 
strides in speech and real communication. 
They benefit from, and enjoy, play with other 
children. They are interested in social and 
imaginative play, and like to imitate or act out 
their environment through dressing up, playing 
house and doll play. This is the age group 

that most enjoys cars, trucks and other vehicles 


as well as simple construction sets and unit 
blocks. Block play has now progressed to 

road building and simple structures, and blocks 
can be used in conjunction with cars and other 
accessories. Children should be given toys 
that are creative, constructive or imaginative 
without adherence to those traditionally associ- 
ated with his or her sex. Additional suggestions 
for this age group are hammer and nails, 
simple puzzles, art materials such as crayons, 
chalk, paints with large brushes and paste. 
They also enjoy the beginning of music making 
and books with lots of pictures. 


The Kindergartner: Five and six years. 

At this stage children become less imitative 
and more creative, more independent and 
more precise in their movements. Outdoors 
and indoors they use much the same equipment 
as the preschooler but their play is more 
elaborate, versatile and skilful. In addition to 
outdoor equipment mentioned previously, they 
like skipping ropes, throwing and catching 
balls, scooters, skates, sleighs and toboggans. 
Indoors more complicated puzzles and games 
may be used, and there will be more imagina- 
tive play with dolls and cars, and more control 
and planning in the use of art materials. 


The Young Grade Schooler: Six to eight years. 


This age group is characterized by more 
advanced skills in physical and social develop- 
ment, as well as the newly acquired skills 

of reading and writing. Children now demand 
more realism, detail and smaller scale in 

Cars, trucks, trains, dolls, doll clothes and play 
accessories. They love play-acting, playing 
school and performing with hand puppets. For 


quieter play children have now progressed 

to games and junior construction sets, both of 
which require increased skill and concentration. 
There is a variety of junior handicrafts available 
for this age group which give them a great 
sense of accomplishment. Athletic equipment 
is important at this age; it should be scaled 

to size but of suitable quality to function well. 


The Pre-Teens: Nine to twelve years. 

This is an outgoing age group. The social 
group is important. They are eager to explore, 
and are receptive to new ideas. More special- 
ized skills develop through a wide variety 

of interests. Included in these would be a 
proficiency in a particular sport or musical in- 
strument, or the start of a hobby. Some 
suggested toys for this age group are senior 
construction sets, beginner science equipment 
and model kits. Other activities could include 
sewing, embroidery and knitting, woodworking, 
drawing and painting. They also enjoy more 
complicated indoor games, and active outdoor 
games such as sand-lot baseball. 


The Teenager: Twelve years and up. 
Teenagers consider themselves nearly adult. 
At this stage, they have developed certain 
interests and aptitudes, and these arereflected 
in their choice of hobbies, games and other 
recreational outlets. 

It is wise to consult this age group as their 
hobbies are more specialized and individual- 
istic. At the same time children should be 
introduced to new ideas and different 
materials which may broaden their interests 
and abilities. 
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BASIC PRINCIPLES FOR THE EVALUATION OF TOYS 


The Canadian Toy Testing Council suggests 
the following basic principles as guides to toy 
selection: 


1. The most important consideration is the 
age and ability of the child. A toy that is 
too complicated for the recipient may 
undermine his confidence; a toy more 
suitable to an earlier stage of development 
is an insult to his intelligence and ability 
and will soon bore him. 


2. Safety is of great importance in the evalu- 
ation of any toy. Toys should be carefully 
examined for obvious design faults 
which may cause injury. The dangers of 
swallowing and choking on small objects 
are particularly important for infants. 

Care should be taken that certain classes 
of toys suitable for older children should 
be kept away from young children if 

if this would expose them to undue risk. 


3. Durability is an important factor to 
consider. Will the toy stand up well to 
normal use and possible abuse? Toys for 


younger children must be sturdily built, 
whereas older children are capable of 
manipulating more intricate, fragile toys. 


Toys should stimulate the imagination. 
Generally speaking, the simpler the toy 
the better, because it is then more 
versatile and gives the child a freer rein 
in creating a structure from it or fitting 

it into an imaginary world. A child endow- 
ing a simple toy with the magic of his 
imagination is far richer than a bored child 
simply watching a limited mechanical toy 
perform. 


As children absorb a sense of good design 
from their surroundings it is important 
that toys be aesthetically pleasing. This 
means that not only should the colours be 
clear and harmonious and the design 
uncluttered, but also that those toys 
representing objects from the world be 
honest renditions of those objects. While 
caricatures may appear ‘’cute’’ or amusing 
to an adult, they simply confuse a child 
who experiences his world in a very 
straightforward way. 


Does the toy function as intended? A 
poorly functioning toy can be extremely 
frustrating to a child and insome instances 
present real hazards. The reasons for 

a toy functioning poorly may be many: poor 
design, a tippy tricycle; improper materials 
employed - lightweight blocks which 

may not stack properly; poor instructions, 
as in the case of some hobby kits and 
games; insufficient parts or materials to 
complete a project. 


More play value can be achieved if toys 
are related in play function to toys 
children already own, since they can 
supplement each other. Small cars and 
trucks can be utilized in a variety of ways 
by the imaginative child in conjunction 
with building blocks or trains or in sand 
play. Doll play can be enriched by adding 
several outfits for the doll with carrying 
case in which to store them, as well as 

a bed, tea set or non-electric iron and 
ironing board. Too many toys given at one 
time just overwhelm the child, and their 
individual play value is reduced consider- 
ably. 
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TOY NOTES TO READERS OF THE TOY LISTS 


Because of the nature of the toy market, 
certain toys have a classic quality and remain 
on the market year after year. Some toys 
enjoy success for two to three years and then 
for various reasons are discontinued, when 
the manufacturer may substitute an item which 
he thinks will sell better. For this reason 

this publication can only indicate certain guide- 
lines in toy selection and list a cross section 
of good toys available at the time of printing. 


The prices in this book are approximate. In 
most cases they are the manufacturer’s 
suggested retail price. However, as in most 
retail merchandising, there are likely to be 
considerable variations in the prices of indi- 
vidual toys. It will almost always pay parents 
and other buyers to shop carefully and 
responsibly to take advantage of the best price 
available. 


The catalogue numbers quoted in the lists 
have been taken from the manufacturer’s trade 
lists and catalogues, currently available, and 


may be subject to change from year to year. 


The age ranges given in these lists do not 
necessarily correspond to those recommended 
by the manufacturer. While the span of years 
will frequently be narrower than the manufac- 
turer’s, it can be stated that each toy will 
probably have an ‘‘occasional”’ play value be- 
yond those listed. It is the policy of the 
Canadian Toy Testing Council to recommend 
only that age span in which the toy will 
receive maximum rather than sporadic play. 


Approximately four times the number of toys 
which appear in the present listings have 
been tested by the Council over the years. Of 
those omitted, many were found to embody 
characteristics that prevented them from 
meeting the standards set by the Council while 
others are no longer being manufactured. 

The items listed in this publication have quali- 
fied according to standards for the two top 
ratings set by the Canadian Toy Testing 
Council. 


One of the most frequent subjects which 
occurs in interviews is the attitude of the 
Canadian Toy Testing Council to war toys, 
which are presently available in fairly large 
numbers. While it is agreed that there is a 
stage in every small boy’s development where 
certain types of aggressive play are both 
normal and natural, the Council does not feel 
that it is the parent’s role to provide guns 

and weapons of such reality that the items 
imply a tacit approval on the adult's part that 
violence and killing are the logical way to 
settle differences. It is for this reason that the 
Council has refrained from testing war toys, 
and it is hoped that parents will supply their 
children with more constructive and valuable 
play elements. 


The arrangement of toys in the lists is a 
purely alphabetical sequence of toys by their 
manufacturers’ trade names. If readers have 
questions regarding items listed, they may 
contact the manufacturer directly, using the 
addresses starting on page 85. 
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BABY TE ETHERS AND RATTLES Infant toys must be fully washable for hygiene 
and must be made of non-breakable materials 

such as hard rubber or high-impact plastic. 

Shape, weight and texture should be suitable 

for easy grasping and mouthing. Brittle mate- 

rials should be avoided to prevent hazards 

from splintering or from swallowing contents. 

Any liquid content in toys should be guar- 

anteed to be non-toxic by the manufacturer.

DOLLS 


Anything can become an object of love but the 
doll as the symbol of a human being can fill 
this role most often and in a most charming 
way. In a child’s imagination a doll lives, 
laughs, cries and shares his life. The less 
facial expression on the doll the better, to suit 
the child’s various moods. The continuous, 
monotonous activity of a mechanical device in- 
hibits play by imposing restrictions on the 
child’s imagination. 


DOLLS FOR INFANTS AND TODDLERS: 
Fully washable One-piece dolls are most suit- 
able for a child’s first doll. Doll does not need 


detachable accessories, moving eyes or rooted 
hair. 


DOLLS FOR THE PRESCHOOLER: Jointed 
rubber or vinyl dolls of a size large enough to 
make a good armfull. Eyes and joints should 
work well, and hair should be rooted and 
washable. 


DOLLS FOR YOUNG GRADE SCHOOLERS: 
Dolls for this age group are used in social and 
imaginative play. More realism in face and 
costume is preferable. Clothes should be wash- 
able and attractive. Fashion dolls should have 
realistic proportions.

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TOYS FOR THE CHILD CONFINED TO BED 


All children are confined to bed at some time 
during their lives and keeping them happily 
occupied is sometimes a problem for a busy 
mother. It shouldbe remembered that children’s 
attention span may be shortened when they 
are ill. They may feel less ambitious and 
prefer toys for a younger age level. These toys 
should be designed to be used frequently 

for short periods. They should be absorbing 
toys which require a small range of movement, 
with an adequate storage box if many pieces 
are involved. They should be light in weight, 
and washability is an asset. 


The following types of toys are suitable for 

bed play: 

1. Crafts that are easily controlled and not 
too messy; i.e. paper craft, sewing cards, 
knitting, weaving sets or small looms, 
modelling compounds, sewing and 
embroidery, drawing and colouring, activity 
books. 


2. Construction toys that holdtogether well, 
such as interlocking plastic blocks or 
bricks, sticks and wheels of plastic or 
wood, metal construction sets, heavy card- 
board forts. 


3. Designing sets, such as mosaic sets of 
paper or plastic or wood for creative 
designing, felt boards, sticky-back activity 
sets, and design drawing equipment. 


4. Dramatic play material, i.e. dolls and 
doll clothes, cars and trucks, hand or finger 
puppets, washable make-up with mirror. 


5. Interlocking puzzles. A frame is neces- 
sary for young children, and a tray or 
drawing board will help. Keep the number 
of pieces well within range of ability. 


Hobbies such as stamp collecting, model 
plane or ship building, leatherwork, 

soap carving, wood carving (for the older 
child). 


Solitary play, i.e. musical instruments, 
mathematical puzzles, card games, hand 
viewer and colour slides, music box, 
magic tricks.
